DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 7 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Takahashi (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,973,265 B2). 

Takahashi shows a distance measurement and photometry sensor in Fig. 1; first and 
second sensors 101, 102; a photometry sensor 103; and a signal processing unit including circuit 
portions 104-16. All sensors and the signal processing unit are on the same semiconductor chip. 
The photometry sensor is arranged in a deviated manner from the first and second sensors. . 
Circuit portions 104 and 105 can reasonably be said to be arranged in a direction perpendicular 
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to the first direction since a line drawn through their length direction is perpendicular to a line 
drawn through the length direction of the first and second sensors. Circuit portion 106 can also 
be reasonably said to meet this limitation because it is located above the line sensor 102. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takahashi 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,973,265 B2) in view of Ohkado (U.S. Patent No. 6,791,672 B2). 

Takahashi shows a distance measurement and photometry sensor in Fig. 1; first and 
second sensors 101, 102; a photometry sensor 103; and a signal processing unit including circuit 
portions 104-16. All sensors and the signal processing unit are on the same semiconductor chip. 
The photometry sensor is arranged in a deviated manner from the first and second sensors. 
Circuit portions 104 and 105 can reasonably be said to be arranged in a direction perpendicular 
to the first direction since a line drawn through their length direction is perpendicular to a line 
drawn through the length direction of the first and second sensors. Circuit portion 106 can also 
be reasonably said to meet this limitation because it is located above the line sensor 102. Thus, 
Takahashi shows the claimed invention except for first, second and third optical systems. 
Ohkado teaches optical systems for first and second ranging sensors and a third optical system 
for the photometry sensor. All the sensors are on a single chip. The focal length of the optical 
system for the photometry system is disclosed as different from that for the first and second

optical systems of the ranging sensors. It would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the 
art, at the time of applicant's invention to provide the sensors of Takahashi with first, second and 
third optical systems with appropriate focal length. Of course, the optical system for the 
photometry sensor would be placed deviated from that of the first and second optical systems, 
since the photometry sensor of Takahashi is deviated from the ranging sensors.
